BY-LAW  No.  47. 

A By-haw  regulating  fences  irithin  the  Municipality 
of  Maple  ltidge. 

rnHE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
J Township  of  Maple  Ridge  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  That  Fence  By-Law  of  1881  he  hereby  repealed. 

2.  A zigzag  rail  fence  shall  not  be  less  than  live  feet 
high,  and  its  panels  shall  form  an  angle  of  not  greater 
than  120  degrees;  the  space  between  the  first  two  rails 
to  be  not  more  than  4 inches;  the  spaces  between  rails 
may  gradually  increase  in  width  towards  the  top  of 
the  fence,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  space  be  more  than 
8 inches  in  a five  feet  rail  fence. 

3.  A barbed  wire  fence  shall  not  be  less  than  five  feet 
high.  A rail  shall  be  securely  fastened  on  top  of 
posts,  and  the  spaces  between  the  wires  shall  not  be 
greater  than  10  inches. 

4.  A picket  fence  shall  not  be  less  than  five  feet 
high,  and  the  space  between  the  pickets  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 4 inches. 

5.  All  other  fences  shall ’not  be  less  than  five  feet 
high  and  the  spaces  between  boards,  rails  or  logs  shall 
gradually  increase  from  not  more  than  4 inches  at  the 
bottom  to  not  more  tnan  8 inches  at  the  top. 

6.  Any  animal  tearing  down  or  jumping  a lawful 
fence  as  above  described  shall  be  deemed  breaeby,  and 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  run  at  large. 

7.  Persons  claiming  damages  under  this  By-Law 
shall  notify  the  Fence  Viewer  or  Road  Committee  to 
examine  the  fence,  and  if  found  a lawful  fence,  may 
recover  damages  together  with  the  cost  of  proceedings 
from  the  person  or  persons  owning  the  animal  or 
animals  by  which  the  damage  was  done,  before  any 
Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction 
within  the  Municipality.

HEREAS,  it  is  provided  by  law  that  the  nomi- 
V V nation  for  Mayor  and  Councillors  shall  be  lit  Id 
on  the  second  Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  from 
12  M.  to  2 p.m.,  and  the  polling,  if  any,  on  the  Thurs- 
day following,  from  10  a.m.  to  4 p.m.;  and  it  is  further 
provided  that  the  Council  shall,  in  the  month  of  De- 
cember in  each  year,  appoint  a Returning  Officer,  and 
shall  also  name  the  polling  ] laces  and  otherwise  ar- 
range for  the  holding  of  the  coming  election;  and  it  is 
further  provided  that  the  polling,  if  any,  at  such 
election  shall  be  had  and  taken  at  such  place  or  places 
as  the  Council  shall  by  By-Law  appoint;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of

2.  In  case  a poll  shall  be  demanded  at  the  i lection 
of  Mayor,  the  vote  of  the  electors  thereon  shall  lie 
taken  by  ballot  at  the  City  Hall  aforesaid,  on  Thurs- 
day, the  12th  day  of  January,  aforesaid. 

3.  In  case  a poll  shall  be  demanded  at  the  election 
of  Councillors  tor  any  ward  the  vote  of  the  electors 
thereon  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  on  the  day  aforesaid 
at  the  respective  places  following,  that  is  to  say,  in 
Johnson  Street  Ward  at  the  City  Hall  aforesaid;
